Besides the railroad 
influence in the coming fight he will 
have the state administration. Farley, 
it will be recollected, was the chief 
manager of Irwin's flight two years ago, 
and it was charged then, and not de- 
nied, although it has since been asseft- 
ed that the compact had been broken, 
that a bargain was made whereby 
Farley in this senatorial fight was to 
have the support of the administration.
